P a ris, Feb. 14.— T he executive council of the proposed League of 
N ations as outlined in the covenant read by P resid en t W ilso n today 
w ill consist of represen tatives of the United 
S ta te s, 
France. 
G reat 
B rita in , Ita ly and Jap an , together w ith represen tatives of four other 
states. 
T h e council w ill meet as often as necessary, or at least once 
a year. 
A n y m atter in the sphere of action of the league or affe ct­ 
ing the peace of the w orld w ill be dealt w ith. 
The president of the 
U nited States shall summon the first m eeting of the body of the del­ 
egates and the executive council. 
T h e league w ill have a secretariat under the direction of a sec­ 
retary-general, who shall appoint the other m em bers. 
The secretary- 
general shall act in th at capacity at all m eetings. 
The representa­ 
tives of high contracting parties and o fficials of the league shall have 
dip lom atic privileges and im m unity. 
T h e building occupied by the league or its o fficials shall 
enjoy 
extra-territorial benefits. 
The adm ission of states not signatory to the covenant shall be 
w ith the assent of not less than two-thirds of the states represented 
in the body of the delegates and shall be 
lim ited 
to 
self-governing 
countries. 
No state shall be adm itted unless it gives effective guar­ 
antees to observe in tern ation al obligations and unless it shall con­ 
form to conditions prescribed by the league in regard to its naval and 
m ilita ry forces and arm am ents. 
The high contracting parties undertake to respect and preserve 
te rrito ria l in teg rity and independence of all 
state m em bers of the 
league against external aggression, 
in case of aggression, or threat 
or danger of aggression, the executive council shall advise upon the 
m eans by w hich the obligations cf the m em bers shall 
be fulfilled . 
The high contracting parties reserve the right to take any action 
to safeguard the peace of nations in the case of w ar or th reat of war. 
In the case cf disputes arising between them w hich diplom acy 
can not adjust the high contracting parties w ill not resort 
to 
war 
w ithout subm itting to arb itratio n or an inquiry by the executive coun­ 
cil, or until three m onths after action by the arb itrato rs or execu­ 


tive council.

T he executive council shall form ulate plans for a perm anent court 


of in tern atio n al justice. 
Concerning arm am ents the covenant says 
the 
m aintenance 
of 
peace w ill require reduction of national arm am ent to the lowest point 
w ith national safety, the geographical and econom ic status being g iv­ 
en due consideration. 
The executive council shall fix the extent of 
arm am ent and these shall not be exceeded w ithout perm ission of the 


council. 
It is agreed the m anufacture of im plem ents of w ar lends itself to 
grave objections. 
The executive Council is directed to give advice on 
abatem ent of this evil. 
The contracting parties undertake not to con­ 
ceal th eir a b ility to produce m unitions and arm am ent and agree on a 
full 
interchange of 
inform ation a s to m ilita ry and naval program s. 
A rticle X V I provides if any party broke or disregarded its cove­ 
nant under A rticle X II, w hich provides for arbitratio n or inquiry by 
the executive council, it shall De deem ed to have com m itted an act of 
w ar against al! other m em bers, w ho w ill take econom ic and fin an cial 
m easures against it.
